I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Bowdon  for  the  year  19^3 . 

VITiiL  STATISTICS. 


Population. 

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  for  Mid  , 
1963  at,  4j480  an  inci’ease  of  40  on  I96?.,  The  number  of  houses 
increased  by  20  to  1429 • 

Births. 


Registered  live  births  numbered  49  giving  a rate  of  10.93 
per  population  1000,  compared  with  15.09  in  I962,  a decrease  of 
4.16.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18,2,  an  increase  of 
0.2  over  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  49  Births,  46  were  legitimate,  and  3 illegitimate 
The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  has  risen  considerably 
over  the  year. 

There  were  no  still-births  in  1963?  compared  with  one 
in  1962,  and  4 iii  I96I, 

Deaths . 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
78,  a ratio  to  the  population  of  1 in  57  or  a death  rate  per 
1000  of  population  of  17.41  as  compared  with  14*4  1962. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  I963  was  12,2  an  increase 
of  0.3. 


Deaths  from  cancer,  numbered  15  compared  with  8 in  I962 
and  3 iii  I96I.  There  were  no  deelhs  from  tuberculosis. 

Heart  diseases  accounted  for  PO  deaths  compared  with  I9 
in  1962,  There  were  22  in  I96I, 
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Infoctioiis  Diseases. 


There  was  a small  increase  in  the  total  of  notifiable 
diseases  ; 51  compared  v/ith  46  in  I962.  Of  these  56  7/ere 
due  to  Measles,  compared  v/ith  42  in  I962.  There  v/ere  15  Casos 
jf  lidiooping  Cough  notified  compared  with  none  in  I962. 

Canitary  Inspections. 

Owing  to  the  increased  demands  oh  the  time  and  energy 
of  Mr  Cottrell,  in  his  capacity  as  Surveyor,  very  little, 
apart  from  urgent  inspections  and  reports  were  undertaken 
by  him,  as  Sanitary  Inspector,  This  is  a very  imsatisfactory 
state  of  affairs,  and  may  necessitate  the  splitting  of  this 
dual  appointment  if  it  is  found  that  the  duties  as  Surveyor 
prevent  him  from  carrying  out  his  statutory  duties  in  the 
Health  Department, 

Flouridation  of  '-Tater  Supplies. 

The  vexed  problem  of  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  v;as 
considered  at  great  length  by  the  Council  in  I965,  After 
much  research,  discussion  and  debate,  it  was  decided  t^  approve 
the  addition  of  fluoride  to  the  water  supplies  at  a 
concentration  not  exceeding  Ippm, 

Hov/ever,  as  Manchester  is  the  water  supplier  for  the 
area,  it  was  finally  incumbent  upon  them  to  decide  whether 
or  not  to  add  fluoride  to  the  water.  They  finally  decided 
to  defer  their  decision  for  a period  of  2 years,  and  that  is 
how  the  position  rests  at  the  time  or  writing  this  report. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  and  Council,  for  their  support  in 
providing  the  Health  Services  of  Bowdon  Urba,n  District. 

I am  also  grateful  to  Mr  Cottrell  and  his  staff,  for 
their  loyal  co-operation.

There  was  an  cutbreak  of  diatoms,  Asterionella,  in  Haweswater 
in  the  early  spring  and  for  a number  of  weeks  the  turbidity  was 
higher  than  normal  around  2 p.p,m.

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General  Public  Health  Ins-pection. 


The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  during  this  year  liad  been 
limit.ed  to  uirgent  inspections  and  reports  due  to  the  heavy  demands  on  his 
time  as  Surveyor  to  the  Urban  District. 

Housing. 

Grants  The  Council  restrict  the  question  of  impro^Tements  to  Standard  Grants 
only,  and  do  not  considor  any  applications  for  discretionary  gi'ants  under  the 
Housing  Act.  Dm-ing  the  year,  Standard  Grants  vjere  approved  in  thjree  cases, 
and  the  Grants  paid  amounted  to  £330. 

Rents  Act.  Application  was  made  in  3 cases  for  certificates  of  dis-repair 
and  schedu-l.es  of  repa.irs,  v/ere  completed.  Extensive  work  and  .vepairs*  were 
carried  out,  as  a result  of  this. 

New  Houses.  The  hulk,  of  new  hou  se  building  is  by  private  en  terprise,  for 
sale.  During  the  year  13  new  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 

Regarding  Council  House  Building,  the  Council  liave  now  acquired  a 
2 acre  site  in  Bow  Lane,  cand  have  taken  steps  to  develop  the  Isud  for  a 
further  number  of  Council  Houses,. 

The  existing  Council  Houses.  An  inspection  was  carried  out,  and 
maintenance  demands  a great  deal  of  work.  Itiring  the  your,  inspections 
for  repair  and  m.aintenence  numbered  208. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse.  A once  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse 
is  made,  throughout  the  area,  together  with  additional  collection  of  trade 
refuse. 

A second  rear  tipping  vehicle  has  been  acquired  for  refuse  collection 
by  the  Council,  and  is  now  used  as  standby  and  relief  vehicle. 

The  question  of  tipping  space  is  somewhat  limited,  but  application 
is  being  made  to  erfcend  the  area  for  tipping  to  the  South  Side  of  the  River 
Bollin. 


Further  censulL  tat  ions  have  taken  place  with  adjoining  Authorities, 
for  the  establishment  of  a joint  refuse  disposo.1  scheme. 

Drain-age  & Sewerage.  The  sewerage  system  throughout  the  district  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained. 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works, 
and  re-lajd.ng  of  the  sewers  has  proceeded,  but  certain  queries  have  been  made 
of  the  Consultant  Engineers,  regarding  this  Contract. 
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Food  & Drugs,  The  Goumcil  bear  most  of  the  statutory  responsibilities 
for  safG{juarding  the  public  from  foodborne  diseases,  the  main  aim^ 
being  directed  towards  securing  proper  and  hygienic  conditions  for  the 
manufacture,  preparation  and  sale  of  food. 

All  premises  connected  with  these  businesses  have  been  inspected 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary  informal  action  has  been  t-aken  to 
secure  compliance  with  the  food  and  drugs  act  1955  ond  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  I960,  In  no  case  Was  formal  action  necessary.

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OffensiYe  Trades. There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

Factories,  There  are  two  factories  in  the  district.  No  action  has 
been  necessary  under  the  factories  Act,  1937  during  the  year. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  .As  the  Urban  Uistitict  is  purely 
residential  the  possible  source  of  nuisance  from  Factory 
chimneys  within  their  district  does  not  arise. 

Serious  pollution  of  the  air  however  emanates 
from  domestic  premises  both  inside  and  outside  the  district  and 
the  Glean  Air  Act  1956  placed  into  the  hands  of  Local  Authorities 
pov/er  to  establish  Fmoke  Control  Areas,  within  their  district 
in  order  to  reduce  atmospheric  pollution. 

Suitable  areas  for  establishing  smoke  control  areas  are  the 
two  new  housing  estates  to  the  east  and  west  of  Bow  Green  Road,  Bowdon, 
In  addition  the  Coupcil  could  establish  smoke  control  areas  involving 
properties  owned  by  them,  many  of  which  already  have  installed  approved 
appliances,  making  it  a condition  of  tenancy  that  only  smokeless  fuel 
shall  be  burnt. 

Following  the  introduction  of  the  Glean  Air  Act, 

1956,  the  Council  amended  their  7\iilding  Bye-laws  so  as  to  include 
control  of  the  installation  of  appliances  for  the  burning  of  fuel 
in  all  ne#  dwellings.  Rigid  control  is  kept  during  the  construction 
of  new  houses  to  ensure  only  approved  appliances  be  installed. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  and 
District  Smoke  A.batement  Coimnittee,  and  they  are  represented  at 
this  committee,  also  at  the  Standing  Conference  of  Local  Authorities 
regarding  Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Shops  Act.  No  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year  in  respect 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Shop  Act,  1900,  regarding  sanitary,  and 
other  arrangements  in  the  shops- 

Fetroleum  Licences.  Your  Public  HeaJth  Inspector,  also  acts  as 
Petroleum  Officer,  and  during  the  year  5 licences  to  keep 
petroleum  spirits,  and  petroleum  were  issued. 

Rodent  Control.  Sewer  tests  are  taken  periodically,  but  few  were 
recorded. 


The  Council’s  refuse  tip,  and  sewerage  farm  are 
treated  weekly,  and  the  Council’s  y0<Ml  monthly.  No  serious 
infestation  ha,s  been  reported. 
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
